SUPREME HEADQUARTERS ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY FORCE, Sunday, June 18 
(AP)— The U. S. ninth division, which shattered the Germans at Bizerte in Tunisia, teamed 
up yesterday with the 82nd airborne division in a powerful break-throug-h of German lines 
which put tlie Americans on high ground onlj^four miles from the west coast and virtually 
cut in two tlie Cherbourg- peninsula. 

Thousands of German troop.s were on the verge of being trapped inside Cherbourg port, 
18 miles north of the corridor driven west of captured St. Sauveur, said a front dispatch 
from Don Whitehead. Associated Press coiTespondent. The west coast road was under 
American artillery bombardment. 

Lieut. Gen. Omar N. Bradley, ground commander who led the Americans to their triumph 
of Bizerte in May, 1943, was directing the swift break-through which had rolled to within 
■ a mile of St. Lo-D'Ourville on the west coast road— last possible Ger- 
man escape route out of Cherbourg. 

Some front [li.spntchea said the Germang were fleeing southward to cacjipe the American 
trnp. hut General Bradley earlier had predicted a la.it-di(ch German stand in Cherbourg, 
whoHp Imrlinr ia vital to the allies in order to hasten .supplies and reinforcements.
